red-tailed hawk, or "hen-hawk,' as it 
is commonly called, is one of the liest 
knd'wn of all our birds cf nrey, and is 
a widely distributed species of great 
economic importance. Its habit of sit- 
ting on some prominent limb or pole 
In .the oiieu, or fhhig with measured 
wing brat crver prairies and sparsely 
•wooded areas on the lookout for its 
faYorito prey, caur.es it to be noticed 
by the most indifferent observer. Al- 
though not as omnivorous as the red- 
•liouWered hawk, it feeds on a variety ; 
of food, as small mammals, snakes, 
frogs, insects, birds, crawfish, centi- 
pedes. asd evon carrion. In regions 
-where rattlesnakes, abound it destroys 
coiMiderable numbers of the reptiles. 
Although it feeds to a certain extent 
on poultry and birds, it is ne\ ertueless 
entitled to general protection on ac- 
count of the insistent warfare it wages 
against field mice and other small ro- 
dents and insects that are so destruc- 
tive to young orchards, nursery stock, 
and farm produce. Out o£ 530 stom- 
acn» examined, 457, or 85 per cent, 
contained ihe remains of mammals, 
peats such as field mice, pine mice, 
jabbita, several species of ground 
squirt els, pocket gophers, and cotton 
rate, and only CS contained the re- 
mains of poultry or game birds.
